line sought to take a d v a n ta g e of it 
b y stringing their wires on W a d e 
and W a l l a c e ’s poles to a similar 
connection w it h the Interurban. 
W h e n the free use of their poles 
w a s refused by W a d e and W a lla ce, 
the rural people built their o w n 
line, 
but
